larglary is to begin to-day. Tbe crime 
or which be ia to be tried was commit- 
ted three years ago yesterday. An in- 
cident of the burglary waa tbe murder 


f Policeman Race, and for that murder 
<anb was once tried, convicted, and 
sentenced to be baaged. A new trial 


IB* been ordered, and will shortly be 
called for , but the state's attorney, for 
pod and sufficient reasons, has chosen 
o try the burglary crime first, in which 
* verdict of guilty nay easily be ob- 
tained, leaving the more difficult quei- 
ioa of murder to be determined after- 
rard. Tbe history of tbe ease is one 
Mg record of procrastination, quibbling 
aad delay. Race wss killed October 4, 


878. 
Lamb waa indicted lor the mur- 


der, 1878; tried in March, 1879; fonnd 
;uilty March 6, and sentenced to be 
langed April 5, 1879. An application 
or a snpenedess was made to the sn- 
ireme court, and granted in June of 
he aaae year. The court did not final- 
y decide tbe ease until September, 1880, 
or a year and three months after it had 
akeo jurisdiction. One judge died ; 
ma was part ol the time ID Europe ; 
three were in favor of a new trial ; 
bree were opposed to it, and one did 
aot know his own mind. The testimo- 
ny was reviewed (bree times. 
Finally 


t was decided tbat Lamb, though en- 
aged in the commission of a felony 
which resulted in murder, was not 
learty proven to have fired the fatal 
shot. The court held that murder was 
not a necessary sequence of the felony, 
and so gave Lamb a new trial. 
The 


isefwas redoeketed inApril of this year 
1881) : a change of venue was applied 
or in June,and it finally comes to trial, 
terhspi, in October. The possibility 
if conviction bas been very mnoh di- 
minished by the decision of the supreme 
curt ; and, though there is no reasona- 
ile doubt that Lamb held the pistol and 
red the shot that resulted in the death 
of Officer Race, it is extremely proba- 
ile that he will get off with a term in 
he state's prison for burglary. With 
ueh examples of the celerity of the 
administration of Justine in Illinois 
resh in the mind of tbe people, it is 
possible to view with some charity the 
action of the mob at Bloonington 
which put one red-handed murderer for- 
iver beyond the reach of supersedeases.

Tbe New Eqnine Olaeaxe. 


The disease which recently broke out 


among horses, and spread with surpris- 
ing rapidity from one to another ot sev- 
eral leading cities of the west, is called 
the "pink eye." 
A well-known veterin- 


ary surgeon says tbat when the disease 
is io its incipient stages, the eyes and 
nose of tbe affected animal are marked 
by watery discharges; the pulge becomes 
accelerated, assuming in some cases a 
degree of fullness, and the animal shows 
much uneasiness, shifting from foot to 
toot, snatching tbe feet from tbe ground, 
or even stamping and pawing. Tbe 
flanks begin to heave; the.mouth in 
particular, and the general surface be- 
comes hotter; the interior ot the nos- 
trils varies from dull redness to a pale 
purplish hue, with beat and tenderness; 
the eyes are swollen and partly closed, 
and upon examination the conjunctiva 
will be found soffusedlv red; tbe glands 
of the nether jaw, as well as those of 
the throat (which is inflamed and sore) 
and nock, become generally affected, so 
that the swelling and irritation render 
mastication and deglutition very pain- 
ful and difficult. 
Drinking and eating 


•re painful. As the inflammatory stage 
begins to expend its violence, a debili- 
tated stage, characterised by swelling 
in various parts of the body and of the 
legs in particular, with wavering, no- 
certain movement and exhaustion, whioh 
compels the animal to lean somewhere 
for support. This is not, however, a 
period which should excite apprehen- 
sion, and will in most cases under prop- 
er management be quickly followed by 
tbe subsidence of the symptoms gener- 
ally. But if tbe discharges generally 
should become mingled with blood, or 
become more and more offensive, and tbe 
excrements in particular should evince 
symptoms as attendant upon excessive 
and protracted relaxation, io., the dis- 
ease may have reached a serious crisis. 
Sometimes we have occasion to observe 
tbe appearance of symptoms indicative 
of incipient inflammation of the lungs, 
such as a sunken, painstricken appear- 
ance, wi:b intense and vivid redness of 
the nostrils (internally), and icy cold- 
ness of the extremities. If j on the 
other hand, the early symptoms above 
described are the forerunners of the 
worst form of oatarrhal disease (which 
is analogous to the murrain of cattle) 
or putrid malignar.t inflnenxa, it will 
quickly be lucoeev d by a putrid odor, 
emanating from all the discharges, and 
oi the breath, by total suspension of 
feeding, by small, feeble and harried 
pulse, and very shortly by a rapid de- 
composition.

Tbe indietment in the case of Gni-
